Congress Unfitted for Other 

Work,

csa. Mr. Bland, who also goes 

t, begftu-his career in the Forty- 
Ibtrd Congress, and not until last 
November was he defeated for re- 
election. Mr. Springer is another 
old member who will bo forced to 
He first came to Washing- 
member of the Forty-fourth 
Congress. 

Of the Senators who will retire, 
General Ransom of North Carolina 
took Lis seat in January, 1872, and 
e-elccted in 1876, 1883 and 
1887: He fully expected to end 
bis days in tbe Senate, and last 
summer any man who would Lave 
predicted bis defeat would hitvi* 
been laughed at. Mr. MePhci'hon 
of New Jersey goes out after 17 
years' service in tbe Senate. Me. 
Coke of Texas will also leave with a 
ecord of 17 years as a Senator. 
Ur. Butler of South Carolina en- 
tered the Senate iu tbe same year 
that Mesaers. McFberson and Coke 
look their seats, and be is also 
!ated for private life. Most of 
the other defeated Senators have- 
had comparatively short terms in 
the body. Mr. Walsh ol Georgia, 
for instance, has only been in the 
Senate long enough to get a desire 
to stay six years at least, but the 
people of his Stats have decided 
this short, term shall oome to 
an end next March. Mr. Martin of 
Kansas is in the same predicament. 

Some of the gentlemen who are 
soon to leave Washington have be- 
come reconciled to the situation, 
but it is doubtful if all of them will 
philosophical. After a man 
has been 20 years in the Senate 
or House he finds himself poorly 
equipped to meet the new conditions 
thrust upon him by unsympathetic 
constituents. A point worth notic- 
ing in connection with this topic is 
that few men who have passed their 
best years in Congress are either 
rich or moderately well to dot' 

Mr. Ransom owns a farm in North

A NEBRASKA HORROR. 

Suicide of John Harris ami His 

Wife. 

Paxton, Neb., Jan. 16— As a re- 
stilt of destitution and their help- 
situation, among hundreds of 
starving people, John llarri 

livicg a few miles i 
country, committed suicide Sunday 
id their young baby's body was 
found with its parents a few hours 
later. The Coroner was at once 
notified and repaired to the place 
immediately., when a. horrifying 
state of affairs was discovered. 

Mi'B. Harris was lying on the bed 
entirely nude, with her throat cut 
From ear to ear and the bed cloth- 
ing saturated with blood. Job*; 
Harris, tbe husbaud, was found ; 
lying on tbe floor near the foot of 
the bed with his throat cut. At the 
Coroner's inquest Leld this morning 
at the homo of the dead couple the 
jury found that tbey came to their 
death by their own hands, a razor 
being used to commit the deed. 

i. Harris had taken her c 
life. She had expired in the throes 
of childbirth. After cutting ; 
own throat Harris had crawled all 

tbe bouse, and outside 
feet from the door, coming back 
into the house on his bauds 
knees. He had evidently died 
rying to open the door again, 
irm being stretched to reach 
door handle. 

The couple had only moved to 
their present place a month ngt 
The house in which they lived wa 
a and dugout, Eiiuated seven mile 
iouthwest of here.

The public school law for Dah- 
lonega provides] that there shall be 
a board of commissioners consisting 
of five members as follows: J. P. 
Moore, H. D. Grjrley, V. W. Hall, 
W. A. Charters, J. V. Harbison, 
who shall hold their office three 
years from the date of their qual- 
fication, none^ to be compensated 
except the secretary and treasurer, 
hose compensation shall not ex- 
ceed -soil per year, in the discretion 
iu which that liquid, dispised by 
all good temperance people, pass- 
ed through into a vessel ready for 
use. This apparatus was placed iu 
a largo tub, into which a con- 
tinuous stream of water flowed, the 
singhngs were poured into the still, 
and everything was about ready 
for operation when the Marshal ar- 

The past severe weather has no 
doubt caused some of the poor peo- 
ple of Dahlonega who depend upon 
their daily labor for a support, to 
go in want for some of the necessa- 
ries of life. Even in the great city 
of Atlanta, only 75 miles distant, 
where her citizens have just recent- 
ly shipped fifteen car loads of pro- 
visions to the needy of Nebraska, 
men are begging for work in order 
that they may keep themselves and 
families from suffering. Even old 
Confederate soldiers, who suffered 
so much from cold and hunger du- 
ring the defense of their country, 
are calling for help. One day last 
week the following appeal for as- 
sistance, appeared iu one of the 
dailies of that city from one who 
only gave hts initials: "Will the 
jcople of the great city of Atlanta 
;ce a man and his family thrown 
nto the street and starve for the 
;ake of a little work? Ju the name 
}f that Being upon whom we all 
depended for whatever we have ill 
this world, come to niy relief and 
give me work. I don't care what 
It is. My rent is now due and I 
have no money with which to pay 
it and I haven't enough to cat in 
the house to last through another 
day." 

Harve Barrett, who once held 
the office of treasurer of V\ bite, was 
arrested in that county Wednes- 
day last by Marshal Harbison, who 
had just arrived nt a blockade du- 
illery, which he afterwards owned 
vas his, with a load of meal on his 
ihoulder. The outfit was complete. 
The still was large aud new, and 
the substitute for a worm was of a 
late style consisting of a piece of 
copper saldered together like and 
about tbe size of a common stove 
pipe, about sixteen inches long.

Should it become a law then bonds 
arc issued not to exceed §-,500.

A. B. Wonkea has invented on "elec- 
tric horn," says London Inventor, 
with which ho has recently carried 
out a series of experiments, to take 
the place of electric bolls 
etc., where an alternating current of 
electricity is available.

No Proof of Death. 

A curious action arising out of a

JAPAN'S RAILROADS. 



nrice and Cheapest 
Fares in the World, 

Picturesque Individuals "Who 
Compose tHe Traveling Public. 

There is a wonderful railroad de- 
velopement going on in Japan, writes 
Frank G. Carpenter in the Washing- 
ton Star. Now roads are being ex- 
tended iu every direction, and with 
tho indemnity which the country will 
probably get from tho Ohiueae there 
will be an enormous increase in all 
kinds of public impro vera cuts. Dur- 
ingrny stay in Japan I m^t many of 
the chief railroad man of the country, 
and I was told that the revenues of 
nearly every railroad thor

gave anet profit of more than $2,000, 
OOOin 1883, and the increase in pas- 
senger receipts over the year pre- 
ceding was more than 3300,000. 
There was an increase of $190,000 in 
freight receipts and this was au ln- 
crcaso of more than fourteen per 
cent. There is a line running from 
the capital, Tokio, to Yokohama, the 
chief seaport, which has trains every 
hour, and these are as well run as 
those between Philadelphia and New- 
York. The passenger receipts on this 
road increased fifteen per cent last 
year, and oa the main line whichruus 
from the capital to western Japan, 
there was an increase of fifteen 
per cent The Japan stock is 
not watered as ours is and there 
is no cutting' of rates. The only, 
thing that pays a profit to the United 
states government.'^ the patent office. _ 
We are losing millions now on our 
post office contracts. Japau is mak- 
ing money on everything, and it has 
as cheap postal rates as we have. Near- 
ly all the railroad stations have tele- 
phones or block signalling instru- 
ments. All have telegraph stations, 
and they carried last year nearly a 
million messages. Their railways are 
of English construction, with one 
single exception. This is a lino 200 
miles long, which runs through the 
the island of Yozo, and which was 
built by American engineers with Am- 
erican rolling stock. It was opened 
inl8S0, and it is, I am told, payiug 
very well. The Japanese are now 
going to make their own engines 
They have works at Tokyo and Kobe, 
and they have been building freight 
and passenger cars for some time. 1 
am told that fifty now railways an 
contemplated, and that the charters 
for these have been applied for, and n 
number of them already grante.l. 

The Japanese cars have three classes 
--first, second and third. The fiisl 
class is almost altogether like the 
English coaches, except that you entoi 
at the end instead of the aide of the 
cars. The cars are divided up into 
compartments, with doors runnina 
through them. The first-elas>s fare is 
about three cents per mile; the sec- 
ond-class two cents per mile and the 
third class one cent a mile. All these 
fares are in silver, which is Just hall 
tho amount figured in American 
mouey, m that Japan has about the 
cheapest fares in the world. The sec- 
ond-class cars are for all the world lik< 
an American street car, with wide 
cushions running under the windows. 
They are well-upholstered and very 
comfortable. They are seldom filled, 
and are used largely by the well-to-do 
Japanese. There are doors at the 
side near the end, and these open di- 
rectly on to the stations and not on to 
a vestibule as with us. You find all 
classes within them, and you may 
ride for hours with pretty Japanese 
girls, Buddhist priests and the thousand 
and one characters which make up the 
life olJnpim. Many of the Japanese 
ladies squat on the seats:, tucking their 
long gowns under their kneea. You 
meet many Japs in European clothes, 
and now and then oue will take off 
his Japanese clothes, jiull a foreign 
suit out of his bag and dress iu the 
car right before your eyes. No oue 
pays any attention or seems to think 
it strange. 

The third-class cars are uucmhioned 
and they are filled with the poorer 
classes, who trot through tho stations 
in clogs. They carry their baggi 
on their Vi!ioi;s, and push and ere 
in.

There is no 
place iu the world where you can 
travel better and more cheaply than 
in Japan, and there Is no place where 
you get so muoh for your money. 
There are good hotels everywhere, 
and tho best hotels of Tokio Yoko- 
hama and Kubti nro equal to the best 
hotels of New Yoric Tho notel rates 
at the best houses are from four to 
five dollars a day in silver, whieh is 
just half thoso amounts when reduced 
to American money. Clothes and 
other things are proportionately cheap 
and carriages — you ride about, jau. 
Ituow.in jinrikiskas, cost you from ten 
to fifteen cents an hour, 



Greatest Peanut Market, 
The greatest peanut market in tho 
United States ie Norfolk. Petersburg 
comes second and Smithfield third. 
In these towns there are many big 
factories employed iu the business of 
rendering marketable the nuts that are 
sent in by the farmers. They are first 
thoroughly winnowed and screened to 
cleanse them, and then are sorted, tho 
bad ones being picked out by young 
girls, who stand on ei ther side of re 
robing bells, upon whieh tho nuts are 
thrown. Finally they are placed iu 
bags of 100 pounds each, and shipped 
to jobbers iu various cities. The job- 
bers sell them raw or roasted, the lat- 
ter to grocers mostly. They do the 
eookiug in great cylinders that will 
hold tweuty or thirty bushels at a time. 
Tho cylinder revolves at a, moderate 
rate of spoed, while big iron "wings" 
inside of it remain stationary, the re- 
sult being that tho peanuts are kept 
thoroughly stirred. 

A generation ago most of the pea- 
nuts consumed in this country were 
imported from Africa, The African 
"goober" is small and round, the shell 
Eontaining only one kernel usually. 
The American "ground nut" is simply 
ihe African nut, me-ditiod by condi- 
tions of soil and climate in the United 
States. Plant our peanut in Africa, 
and before long it reverts to the origi- 
nal African type from which it was 
produced. — Washington Star. 



California's Wonderful Temple. 

In Southern California in the 
County of San Luis Obispo, there is 
situated one of the mo3t remarkable 
prehistoric monuments known to the 
■in.'.hmologists. From a distance it 
looks like an immenee rock rising 
from the plaius of Darisso, but upon 
nearer apiJroach it is seen to bo a tem- 
ple of extraordinary dimensions and 
of unknown antiquity. The inner 
court has a level floor of 225 feet long 
aud 125 feet wide aud the ceiling is 
from 60 to a hundred feet high. The 
building was evidently used by pre- 
historic man, but lor what purpose, 
and how long since no oue knows, it 
has been suggested however, that it 
was either a temple of worship or tho 
capitol of some ancient government. 
The wall audportions of the ceilings 
are beautifully deeOrated with paint- 
tug in colors, re 1, white and bla.sk, 
many of them supposed to have some 
symbolic meaning. Thi colors are 
apparently as bright as when first laid 
on. The Indians of that locality are 
said to have no traditions concerning 
the building of this temple, yet they 
all regard it with superstitious rever- 
ence — St. Louis Republic.

GUARDING MONEY. 

Precautions of the Government in 
Transporting Bonds. 

What One Hundred Million In 
Gold Coin Means, 

From 1871 to 1881, writes Eeve 
Bache in a Washington letter, hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars' worth of 
securities, both coupon and regis- 
tered, were transmitted to London for 
negotiation. They wore carried by 
trusted messengers, the sums repre- 
sented being often in negotiable pa- 
per, and amounting to gigautio fort- 
unes. Undoubtedly the same method 
of transportation will bo adopted in 
case any fresh issue is to be disposed 
of in Em ope. 

An enterprise of this description is 
always kept very secret by the govern- 
ment authorities, because it is not 
deemed wise to invite attention to the 
contemplated transportation of im- 
mense values in small compass over 
land and water. The custom has al- 
ways been to issue private orders to 
tho men who are to net an messengers. 
Of the latter there are usually three 
or four, and it goo* without saying 
that they are picked out for excep- 
tional trust worthiness. 

At nig hi a covered wagon is backed 
up to a side door of tho treasury, and 
upon it are loaded small iron safes, 
containing the bonds. The messen- 
gers getinto the wagon with the safes. 
Bach of them han a big revolver 
strapped to his waist* They are driven 
to tho railway station, where they get 
aboard a mail car with the safes. They 
sit on the safes all night while en route 
to Now Yuri;, with pistol's ready incase 
of an emorgeacy. To hold up the 
train wonld be likely to prove a seri- 
ous business for any robbers who 
might attempt sneh an enterprise. On 
reaching New York, the messengers 
are met by officials from the sub-treas- 
ury. The safes are conveyed to the 
sub-treasury and are kept there until 
the time arrives for the sailing of tho 
steamer on which they are to go. 

The safes are hauled to the steamer 
in a wagou, under tho same guard, and 
are put iu the specie vault in the hold 
of the ship. Every great passenger 
vessel "nowadays has a steel-clad strong 
room, liko a bank's, for carrying gold 
aud other valuables. Hundreds of 
millions of dollars in gold are shipped 
Mross tho Atlantic to and fro every 
twelve mouths. The bonds being 
looked up, Ihe messengers are relieved 
of care for the timo bciug^thnt is to 
eay, until the steamer reaches Queens- 
town. There the vault is opened for 
the purpose of getting the mail, whieh 
is kept iu the strong room. The 
messe-ngerg stand guard until tho mail 
has been taken out and the vault is 
locked up again. They have no 
further duties to perform until the 
ship arrives at Liverpool. 

It seems queer that Uncle Sam, at 
peace with all the world, should have 
to borrow 8100,000,000 iu a single 
year" to help pay running expenses. 
Such a sum is beyond the power of 
the human mind to grasp. One '. 
dred million of dollars in gold. Just 
think of it. That amount of the yel- 
low metal weighs about 200 tons. 

Take 5100,000,000 worth of $20 
pieces and stack them up in one pile, 
like poker chips. Truly, they would 
woidd make a pretty tall column. 
How tall, do you supposed As tall as 
the Washington monument? That 
giant obelisk is 550 feet high. Tho 
stack of gold pieces would bo taller 
than that. The Eiffel tower in Paris 
is the highest structure in the world, 
1000 feet talk Yet this imaginary pile 
of yellow coins would oousiderably 
surpass it. 

For a comparison, then, one must 
look around for some natural eleva- 
tion — a mountain, say, of small size. 
Vesuvius, the volcano of Naples, is 
three-quarters of a mile high. Yel 
the stack of gold pieces is higher. 
But why not take a big mountain — for 
example, Mfc St Elias which, until 
recently has been supposed to be the 
tallest peak m North America? Though 
towering to a height of three and a 
quarter miles, it is not so lofty ns the 
pile of coins representing fll 00, 000,000 
The highest mountain of South 
America is the active volcano of Acon- 






n Chile. It reaches on elova- 
four and a quarter miles, but 
io Ml as the pile of coins, 



Look, then, to Asia, where is found 
tho loftiest summit iu the world— the 
sky-kissing peak of Mount Everest, iu 
the Himalayas, five and a half miles 
above the sea. It is surpassed by the 
stack of gold pieces. In fact, the col- 
umn of double eagles wonld bo sis 
miles high and something over. 

One hundred million dollars' worth 
of gold one-dollar pieces, stacked up 
in the samo way, would reach a height 
of twenty-eight and a half miles. If 
one owned the stack and spent the 
coins at the rate of $1 a minute, he 
would not go broke until the end of 
190 years. For the storage of 100, 
000,000 in bags of 5,000 in gold, sev- 
enteen hundred cubic feet would be 
required. The same sum in one-dol- 
lar bills sewn together would carpet 
350 acres, or more than half of a 
square mile of land. As a- matter of 
fact Uncle Sam wdl receivo for hia 
$100,000,000 worth of bonds— includ- 
ing the last and present issues — about 
8118,000,000 in money, thanks to the 
premium, 

laying Railroad Track. 

Two methods of laying railroad 
track are in common use. One is by 
means of 'Tarries," small and strong- 
ly built push cars, such as section men 
une. When these are employed enough 
rails and ties for half a day's work are 
loaded on a train and pushed to the 
front, where sufficient material to lay 
700 or BOO feetis thrown off, the train 
backs away, the teams haul and dis- 
tribute tho ties along the grade, a 
dozen rails and their fastenings are 
placed on a larry aud run to the end 
of the track, where four iron men on 
ench side carry out a rail and drop it 
into place on the previously straight- 
ened ties, the splicers tighten the bolts 
in the fastenings, the spikers drive 
sufficient spikes to hold tho rails in 
place, the lurry moves forward thirty 
il tho process is repeated till 
all the load is removed, when the oar 

luiuoil up sidowir.e and another load 
pmked forward. All i his goes on with 
the utmost rapidity and with clock- 
work regularity, every man having hia 
place and tilling it like a machine. 
How in tho rear, straighten- 
in;;- (in: track and completing the bolt- 

g and spiking. Laying track with 
lurries requires about seventy-five men 
to i.'umplet.L! a mile a day, and with lo- 
cnnidtivc service and superintendence 
costs about $225 a mile. 

The most popular modern method 
of hiving the truck is by machinery. 
The material is placed on a train of 
flat ears, as with the larries. Along 
one side of the train is a trough, the 
bottom being a series of rollers two 
feet apart Into this trough the ties 
are thrown and pushed ahead to the 
front of the train, the engine being in 
the rear. This trough extends thirty 
feet beyond the end of tha first car, 
and as tho ties run out they are 
dropped across tho grade in proper 
position. On tho opposite side of the 
train is anotliur sinallur trough for the 
rails, and the two sets of iron men 
grasp the rails as they follow each 
other from the trough and place them 
on the ties. As soon as they are 
fu.'.teued the train moves forward a 
ruil-length. This method is more 
economical and leaves the anrface of 
the grade uneitl by wagons, but it is 
limited in speed to about oue and one- 
half miles a day, which is not consid- 
ered fast work nowadays. —Chicago 
Herald. 

One Way of Keeping Warm.

E1NG3 ON TAB HOBN. 

Tha first ring on a cows horn begina 
to appear when she is two years old, 
and ia chnrly defined at three. There 
is one riug added for every subsequent 
year, To tell her ago add two to the 
number of rings on her horns. The 
first ring on a bull's heron appears 
when he is Ave years old, bo five must 
be added to the number of hia rings 
to find his ago. The rule is tolerably 
reliable, but a cautious buyer never 
purchases a cow without also inspect- 
her from all points, as dishonest deal- 
ers have been known to file off two or 
three rings from the horns thus mak- 
ing the beast misrepresent her own 
age. — Chicago Times. 

WEEAT AS FEED FOR HORSES. 

On account of ihe short crop of 
corn and oats in this State, writes W. 
K Chapin of Iowa, I have been feed- 
ing wheat to my horses. I commenced 
to feed one pint of well-soaked wheat 
to each horse, and 1 increased the 
amount to one quart after it is soaked, 
I now turn my hose from nay feed 
cooker into the vessel coutaing the 
wheat and I steam it for about fifteen 
minutes, leaving it to stand in the hot 
water until used or until it becomes 
cool. My horaea work every day on 
the farm, and I have never had them 
look so well, fat and sleek. I can 
feed two horses on whont five days for 
57c, and on corn one and one-half 
days for 58o, and my horses will be in 
better shape fed on the wheat than on 
corn. I make these figures from the 
present prices of wheat and corn in 
the market here at this time. I bny 
the best wheat I can get. —New York 
Tribune. 

MODEL DAIRY. COW. 
A model dairy cow should possess 
the following characteristics very 
strongly : 

I. In general outline she should be 
rather fine in the head, neck and crops, 
wide in the chest, large in. the barrel 
and largely developed in the bind 
quarters, 

II. The triple-wedge shaped forma 
tion is considered essential in a dairy 
animal. It implies: 

Increasing width from the wethers 
downward, increasing width towards 
the rear parts and decreasing width 
from top of the hind quarters down- 

The head ia medium to fine, longer 
and more dished and tapering some- 
what more than ia the boefing breeds. 

The neck should be fine, fairly long 
and tapering and the throat clean. 

The body should "be capacious, broad 
and deep and modium in length. 

The nddcr should be long, broad, 
deep, extending well forward and well 
up behind, and rather evenly quar- 
tered. 

The milk vein Bhould be large and 
tortuous, abundant on the nddar, and 
the orifices large where they enter the 

The escutcheon should be well ds- 
veloped from the perineum to the nd- 
der and should extend well outward 
at the thighs. 

The legs should be medium to short, 
with bone of medium size. 

The skin should bo medium to fine, 
elastic and mellow, hair plentiful and 
soft and tho skin a rich yellow color. 

These are tha principal points, and 
are given here in the hope that they 
may be of service to any who may 
contemplate buying diary cows.— A. 
M. Soule, B. 8. A. 



The beat way to extirpate nut grass 
or coco is to prevent its maturi ng see d 
above ground. Tho beat season for 
fighting it is between midsummer and 
frost time. The ground should be 
frequently stirred during tho growing 
period, so as to stimulate its growth, 
and the tall seed stems should be cut 
down in the following stage, if not be- 
fore. The old method of destroying 
nut grass by cutting it oil beneath the 
ground every time a sprig appears 
above the surface is a useless expendi- 
ture of labor. It is requisite only to 
plough or chop down the grass at tho 
regular intervals of working Indian 
corn, collards or any other crop. 

Another excellent way to destroy 
nut grass is by choking it out with a 
vigorous growing crop. After the 
summer-cultivated crop is harvested, 
plough and prepare the land 
thoroughly; than seed it heavily with 
some winter orop adapted to the soil. 
Crimson clover is the best for this pur- 
pose ia most localities, and is at the 
same time a very profitable crop for 
improving light soils and for winter 
grazing. Winter vetch may be used 
to advantage in some places; the crop- 
ping with rye or rescue grass for 
winter grazing, to be turned under 
for grass fertilizer in the spring, is far 
preferable to leaving the land bare. 
Tho winter crop in any casi should ba 
ploughed nnd.ii' in the spring and fol- 
lowed by a well-cultivated summer 
crop. The increased fertility of the 
soil resulting lioni this kea truant will 
enable the farmer much more easily 
to kill out any remnant of nut grass 
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Extreme care should ba exercised 
that only pure sa«d should bn sown, for 
by the thoughtless use of impure seed 
the farmer is fostering the evil which 



FROM GRAIN TO DAIRYING, 

Many farmers about this time are 
considering the question as to whether 
it would not pay them more. to give 
up grain growing and go into the 
dairy business. The unprofitable sea- 
son for nearly all kinds of grains will 
discourage many from depending upon 
the cereals for n living, and dnirying 
seems to be an easy adjunct to their 
farms, which can be easily developed. 
This is in a Bense true. From grain 
to dairying is a simple step if it is 
done gradually. But. like all other 
changes in business life, n sudden and 
half-considered change is dangerous. 

If the location of the farm is such 
as to make a good dairy market easily 
accessible, there may be profit in 
developing the dairy interests. To 
give up grain-growing entirely and 
suddenly is a poor policy. From all 
present indications grains will be much 
higher next year than this. There 
will bo less acreage devoted to the 
grains, and there will probably bo 
money in the cereal cropa by another 
winter. This, however, is merely a 
mutter of conjecture at present, but 
the chances are probably better than 
in the dairy business for the farmer 
who has only had limited experience 
in this latter calling. 

Every grain farm should have a 
dairy attached to it, for there are 
many screenings and wastes on such a 
farm that could be fed either to cows 
or pigs. A few animals should be kept 
to save these wasto products. If such 
stock is not kept it will pay to buy 
some. The number should be in- 
creased gradually, and only as fast aa 
facilities for handling them nre ar- 
ranged. One of the worst features 
of a new dairy farm is to have more 
stock than can be handled carefully 
and economically. There is absolute 
loss in the dairy business when the 
amount of stock exoeods the facilities 
for economic handling. 

It is possible for every grain grow- 
er to shift gradually from grain to 
dairying, and his chances of losing in 
the operation will be reduced to a 
minimum. The danger comes from 
too hasty and ill considered changes. 

There are many reasons why it is 
sometimes necessary for a farmer to 
change from grain-growing to dairy- 
ing, la parta of the country where 
grain growing once paid well it is 
now a losing business owing to 
changed surroundings. It is often 
wise in such localities to make the 
change to dairying before all the 
money is IobI in trying to make grains 
pay. Agriculture like every other 
business is apt to change, so that one 
industry is crowded out of existence 
by the unexpected development from 
another quarter. It is only wisdom 
and foresight to study such changeB, 
and to adapt the farm life to the new 
surroundings. The best advice that 
can be given ia: Not to be afraid of 
changing, but make the change slow 
and gradual after considering thts 
question carefully on all sides. — Bos- 
ton Cultivator,

RICE AKD MAOAROSI, 

Rice when served as a dinner disb 
needs to be in combination with some 
pantry element in order to give it 
favor, and nothing can be more highly 
recommended than curry. To curry 
rice properly a tiny onion should nrst 
be minced and fried a aice golden 
browu in a heaping tablespoonful and 
a half of butter. To this should bo 
added a teacup of washed white Caro- 
lina riee, along with a bunch of 
miuead market herbs.a level teaspoon- 
ful of curry powder, a pinch of pepper 
and a half a pint of liquid beef ex- 
tract. Stir tb£ compound lightly but 
completely, then over the top of the 
pan place a butter greased paper and 
let it all cook very gently for forty 
minutes.— New York World. 

AN ORANGE OMEtrcr. 

An orange omelet is one more vari- 
ety in this multiform dish that is suiu- 
ceintly savory to have a cause of being. 
Two oranges peeled and Bliced, not 
across, but from the sides, in thin 
slices, and sprinkled with two table- 
epoonfuls of augur, is tha right pro- 
portion to four eggs. The whites of 
the eggs are beaten separately, sweet> 
ened with three tablespoonfuis of 
sugar, and flavored by a very little of 
grated rind befora being added. Make 
the omelet in the ordinary way, and 
just before turning spread the orangos 
over, fold, put in the oven for two 
minutes, and serve at once. 

Another cooking hint cornea from a 
professional cook, and relates to the 
frying of veal cut-lots. Broad aud salt 
the cutlets, and put into the frying 
pan with a bit of bacon or good drip- 
pings, and place in a hot oven. Let 
them cook for fifteen minutes; then 
brown on the top of the stove, and 
the cutlet will bo well cooked, brown 
and crisp, hut not dry.— New York 



There is a way by whieh garden 
turnips whoso virtues of flavor are so 
slightingly regarded by tha average 
housekeeper, may be prepared as the 
daintiest dish set before any well-fed 
New Yorker. Peel aud wash a half 
dozen small white turnips, trim them 
down to shapes of hearts or diamonds, 
pieces no bigger than a Brazil nut. 
Drop them in cold, salted water and let 
thorn stay until it has boiled five or 
seven minutes. Lift them out and set 
again to boil until tender in milk and a 
half teaspoonful of butter. There are 
two methods of treatment now to be 
lowed. One and the easier is to set 
the pot to one eide on the stove and 
prepare a simplo white sauce of flour 
with a few spoonfuls of the hot milk. 
Stir this in with tha turnips, add bita 
of butter and pepper, and serve at 
once in a hot silver dish. The second 
process is to lift out the turnips when 
quite tender, let them drain, arrange 
in a hot dish and over them pour a 
rich tomato sauoe. This last is of 
browned flour, a half cupful, and but- 
ter, made iu a paste aud melted, with 
a toacupful of any nice rich beef or 
chicken gravy. When stirred together 
add a small bottle of preserved French 
tomato, dash in pepper and salt and 
let this boil for a bit. Finikin cooks 
will strain the sauce when it is done, 
and reheat before pouring over the tur- 
nips, but the flavor and effect is quite 
as good without the extra pains.— 
New York Sun.

China can boast of a soap tree, 
the seeds of which, when used as soap, 
produce strong; suds and remove dirt 
and grease readily. In direct opposi- 
tion to these useful trees is the man 
eating plant of tho tropics, which re- 
sembles Venus' fly trap in its nature. 
It is a short, thick trunk, armed with 
narrow, flexible, barbed spines.
